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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's amendments filed March 5, 2004 have been entered. The 
outstanding rejections under 35 USC 112 have been withdrawn in view of the 
amendments filed March 5, 2004. 

The method of enhancing production of growth factor in the herein claimed 
patient population by employing the compound of Formula (I) is found free of prior art. 
The search has been extended to the compound of Formula (II). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 6 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Koyama et al. (EP 0984 001 A1 from IDS received November 7, 2001 ). 

Koyama et al. teaches a method of treating viral infection, particularly hepatitis, 
by employing 0.1 ^g - 20mg/kg of the compounds of formula (II) (See page 17, 
paragraph [0105]-[0108], also in claim 26-27). Koyama et al. also teaches the 
compound of Formula (II) as administered as food product (See page 16-17, 
paragraph [0105]). 

Applicants' attention is directed to Ex parte Novitski, 26 USPQ2d 1389 (BOPA 
1993) illustrating anticipation resulting from inherent use, absent a haec verba recitation 
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for such utility. In the instant application, as in Ex parte Novitski, supra, the claims are 
directed to enhancing production of certain growth factors with old and well known 
compounds or compositions. It is now well settled law that administering compounds 
inherently possessing a herein claimed utility anticipates claims directed to such herein 
claimed use. Arguments that such use is not set forth haec verba are not probative. 
Prior use for the same utility clearly anticipates such utility, absent limitations distancing 
the proffered claims from the inherent anticipated use. Attempts to distance claims from 
anticipated utilities with specification limitations will not be successful. At page 1391, Ex 
parte Novitski, supra, the Board said "We are mindful that, during the patent 
examination, pending claims must be interpreted as broadly as their terms reasonably 
allow. In re Zletz, 893 F.2d 319, 13 USPQ2d 1320 (Fed. Cir. 1989). As often stated by 
the CCPA, "we will not read into claims in pending applications limitations from the 
specification." In re Winkhaus, 52 F.2d 637, 188 USPQ 219 (CCPA 1975).". In the 
instant application, Applicants 1 failure to distance the proffered claims from the 
anticipated enhancing growth hormone production utility, renders such claims 
anticipated by the prior inherent use. 

Response to Arguments
